Argument was held in Dauphin County 


Court on Tuesday to recover for Adams 
county the sum of $2032 62 due from the 
State for the primary election expenses of 
1913. 
The question at issue is of interest 


and importance to every county, involving, 
as it does, a question which has never yet 
been decided. Some years ago, a State-aid 
highway was constructed in Straban town- 
ship, near Hunterstown, the total cost of 
which was over $30,000. Of this, Adams 
county paid its share of $8426.33 and Stra- 
ban paid a portion of its share which was 
the same. The Stats paid a half of the 
full amount.- The primary election ex- 
penses of .1913 were advanced by Adams 
county to be re-paid by the State. The 
Auditor General drew an order on the 
State Treasury in favor of Adams county 
for this amount, but State Treasurer R. K. 
Young refused to pay it and applied the 
amount on the Straban township road ac- 
count. Some time ago, Adams counter in- 
stituted mandamus proceedings in 
Dauphin County Court to compel State 
Treasurer Young to pay this county these 
election expenses.

Her fondness for pretty clothes is blam- 


ed for the downfall of comely, 17-year-old 
Amy Wolf, who was arrested on Monday 
by Detective Charles S. White at her home 
in Abbottstown upon a charge of burglary. 
Miss Wolf was taken to York and cornrr't- 
ted to jail to await a hearing. 


There have been a number of complaints 


recently of petty thefts in the viciaitj- of 
Abbottstown. When the residence of J. 
M. Markle, which is on the York county 
side of the boundary line, was entered and 
over Sll taken after a number of drawers 
had been ransacked, Detective White, of 
York, was directed to investigate the case. 
He went to Abbottstown and after a sur- 
vey of the situation decided to take Miss 
Wolf into custody, suspicion being direct- 
ed to her as the thief. When the officer 
went to the home of her foster parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Henry Wolf, the girl hid 
herself back of a buffet in the dining room, 
but later gave herself up. At first she 
stoutly denied her guilt, but when confront- 
ed with the evidence she confessed that 
she had stolen the money and with it hot 
goods for a dress which she had made in 
Hanover. The girl admitted having stolen 
small sums of money at different times 
from her foster parents. Entrance to the 
Markle home was effected by removing a 
screen from a window. 


The girl is decidedly pretty and hitherto 


born a good reputation in the neighbor- 
hood. It is suspected that at least two 
other robberies committed in the neighbor- 
hood will be traced to the j oung prisoner.

The question at issue is of interest 
and importance to every county, involving, 
as it does, a question which has never yet 
been decided. Some years ago, a State-aid 
highway was constructed in Straban town­ 
ship, near Hunterstown, the total cost of 
which was over $30,000.

Inventor 
Claims He Has Produced 


Lock That Can Defy Most Mod- 


ern of Burglars. 


A lock that cannot be jimmied has 


long been the goal toward which lock- 
smiths have been striving. Many have 
been invented, but all nave proved 
failures, because any bolt that shoots 
horizontally from door to Jamb can be 
forced by a skillful burglar 
A patent 


has recently been issued, however, for 
a lock in which the bolts drop perpen- 
dicularly into sockets and thug fasten 
the door just as It is hung upon its 
hinges. 


No burglar can -jimmy a hinge. In 


the first place, the hinge is so situ- 
ated that it is out of sight and reach; 
in the second place, prying with a jim- 
my makes the hinge hold tighter. This 
is precisely what is claimed for this 
new lock. The illustration shows it 
open. When it is closed by turning 
the key the bolts go right through the 


sockets and penetrate nearly a quar- 
ter of an inch into sockets on the body 
of the lock, as shown by the dotted 
lines. 


Outside the room nothing shows 


but a metal circle, and this is concave 
and countersunk, so that no jimmy 
can get purchase. It is claimed that 
the more a burglar fries to pry at this 
lock the more firmly does it close the 
door. 


Millions in Pigs. 


The total value of the pig industry 


in Ireland increased from £6,887,000 
in 1905 to £3,146,000 in 1914. Bacon- 
curing is carried on by about fifty 
firms, employing approximately 3,000 
hands, and Ireland exports about one- 
fifth of the total import of bacon to 
the United Kingdom. The Irish la- 
borer and his family grow more and 
more reluctant, a departmental com- 
mitte states, to feed and look after 
pigs, the increased value of the re- 
turns from poultry and eggs inclining 
them raiher to that source of income.

Prevent Pests Breeding, and There 


Will Be No Problem to Solve In 


Hot Wear-hep-jManure Pile 


and Garbage Pail. 


The only rational and sure way to 


get rid of the fly is to prevent breed- 
ing—clean up. Next to keeping the 
premises cleaned up, the most impor- 
tant thing is to keep the houses well 
screened. Those that do get into the 
home should be killed. It is especially 
important to kill those that appear 
early in the season. 
One fly killed 


noW means millions less in August. 


The house fly breeds, usually, ia 


fresh manure. The more of this waste 
that is allowed near the house the 
more will the dwelling be infested 
with flies. Not only do flies breed in 
filth, but they have filthy habits. They 
are distributors of disease 3erms of 
all kinds, including tuberculosis germs. 
Extreme care should be taken, there- 
fore, to destroy breeding places and 
to keep flies out of the house. 


After you have excluded Mr. Fly 


from your house next turn your at- 
tention to your garbage pail. This is 
one of the great breeding places for 
germs of all sorts. Don't be content 
because the garbage man has emptied 
your pail. It must be cleaned. If in 
nj other way, put a few newspapers in 
the bottom of it and burn them. Heat 
is a simple disinfectant. If possible 
pour a bit of creolin or an oil dis- 
infectant on the papers-and place the 
cover part way over the pail. This 
will rid your garbage pail of any 
germs. Remember that only by sani- 
tation can fevers and various other 
diseases be prevented. 


The department of agriculture has 


just promulgated the following -meth- 
od: Powdered borax is sprinkled over 
the manure at intervals of five days. 
The quantity used is .62 of a pound to 
eight bushels of manure. The Univer-

sity of Wisconsin recommends the use 
of arsenic. 


Hutchinson of the department of ag- 


riculture says that when manure is 
so spread out that it rapidly dries out 
flies will not use it as a place hi 
which to deposit eggs. The depart- 
ment recommends that manure be 
scattered on the fields and thus be 
rapidly dried out. This is even more 
effective than treating it in boxes with 
borax, iron sulphate or paris gresn. 


To prevent flies from breeding in 


stable manure several procedures are 
advised. Some of these are: 


Prompt removal. From fly to fly- 


through egg, larva and pupa, the stages 
when the insect must stay in one 
place—varies at different seasons ot 
the yean in the hottest weather it is 
never less than ten days. Therefore, 
if the manure bins are emptied once a 
week the flies will not reach matur- 
ity in the vicinity where the eggs are 
laid. 


Screening of manure bins. This is 


even a more difficult procedure than 
screening a house against files. The 
female fly, ready to lay, will try hard- 
er to reach a good laying placa 
than flies do to reach a good feeding 
place. Nevertheless it can be accom- 
plished. 


The larvae can be killed according 


to the method of Forbes. A barrel 
of a solution of sulphate of iron, two 
pounds to the gallon, is kept in the 
stable. Each day some of this solu- 
tion is sprinkled in the manure box 
and on the floor where the droppings 
fall. The cost is about a cent a horse 
a day. The manure is not harmed. 
The stable is deodorized. 


Number Tags on Fishes. 


An idea of what is being learned by 


scientific study of fish life in the 
waters off the coast of Norway- was 
given by Dr. John Hjort in a recent 
lecture. 
Fishes bearing numbered 


tags have been systematically released 
during a number of years, and the 
records of the time and place of re- 
lease and subsequent capture, with 
other facts, have been carefully kept. 
In this way much has been learned of 
migration and of growth and age as 
indicated by annual rings on the 
scales. It has been shown that growth 
is more rapid in favorable years than 
in others. The basis of an estimate 
of the catch of any season to the num- 
ber of fish available has been obtained. 
this ratio for the common food fishes 
being about one to ten. 


Inventor Ahead of Hia Time. 


Fifty or more years ago a Birming- 


ham, (Eng.) inventor manufactured an 
airship very much on the lines of the 
modern Zeppelin, which it was sug- 
gested could be used for bomb-drop- 
ping in the event of invasion. The 
idea was laughed at by the scientists 
of the day as being impossible, and 
certainly unworthy the attention of 
any civilized nation. So the man's in- 
vention was literally killed by ridicule, 
and the machine, in which several 
Bights were made was eventually de- 
si royed by fire as a means of effectu- 
ally removing aay further cause (or 
sarcasm.

Pictorial Record of War. 


No history that ever will be writ- 


ten about the great world uar now 
raging will be quite as complete and 
striking as the huge collection of pho- 
tographs, bearing on pvery conceiv- 
able phase of tho conflict, that is be 
ing made by the general staff of the 
German army. Already more than 20,- 
000 reproductions that range from 
soldiers in the trenches to wounded 
men in the Hospitals have been gath 
ered together and filed away for pres- 
ent or future reference. The collec- 
tion is constantly growing, and re 
quires a staff of men to keep in order 
and supervise. This pictorial record 
of the war is the finer because the gov- 
ernment is able, through the rules 
which it lays down for all photogra- 
phers who go to the front, to secure 
a copy of every picture that is made, 
by amateurs or professionals.

DOOR CANNOT 8E FORCED 


Inventor Claims He Has Produced 
Lock That Can Defy Most Mod­ 
ern of Burglars. 


A lock that cannot be jimmied has 
long been the goal toward which lock­ 
smiths have been striving. Many have 
been invented, but all have proved 
failures, because any bolt that shoots 
horizontally from door to jamb can be 
forced by a skillful burglar. A patent 
has recently been issued, however, for 
a lock in which the bolts drop perpen­ 
dicularly into sockets and thus fasten 
the door just as it is hung upon its 
hinges. 


No burglar can jimmy a hinge. 
In 
the first place, the hinge is so situ­ 
ated that it is out of sight and reach; 
in the second place, prying with a jim­ 
my makes the hinge hold tighter. This 
is precisely what is claimed for this 
new' lock. 
The illustration shows it 
open. 
When it is closed by turning 
the key the bolts go right through the 


Only Sure Way Is to Keep 
Things Cleaned Up. 


Prevent Pests Breeding, and There 


Will Be No Problem to Solve in 
Hot Weather~|Manure Pile 
and Garbage Pail» 


The only rational and sure way to 
get rid of the fly is to prevent breed­ 
ing—clean up. 
Next to keeping the 
premises cleaned up, tho most impor­ 
tant thing is to keep the houses well 
screened. Those that do get into the 
home should be killed. It is especially 
important to kill those that appear 
early in the season. 
One fly killed 
now1 means millions less in August. 


Tho house fly breeds, usually, in 
fresh manure. The more of this waste 
that is allowed near the house the 
more will the dwelling be infested 
with flies. Not only do flies breed in 
filth, but they have filthy habits. They 
are distributors of disease terras of 
all kinds, including tuberculosis germs. 
Extreme care should be taken, there­ 
fore, to destroy breeding places and 
to keep flies out of the house. 


After you have excluded Mr. Fly 
from your house next turn your at­ 
tention to your garbage pail. This is 
one of the great breeding places for 
germs of all sorts. 
Don’t be content 
because the garbage man has emptied 
your pail. 
It must be cleaned. 
If in 
n j other way, put a few newspapers in 
the bottom of it and burn them. Heat 
is a simple disinfectant. 
If possible 
pour a bit of creolin or an oil dis­ 
infectant on the papers.and place the 
cover part way over the pail. 
This 
will rid your garbage pail of any 
germs. 
Remember that only by sani­ 
tation can fevers and various other 
diseases be prevented. 


The department of agriculture has 
just promulgated the following »meth­ 
od: Powdered borax is Bprinkled over 
the manure at intervals of five days. 
The quantity used is .62 of a pound to 
eight bushels of manure. The Univer- 


sockets and penetrate nearly a quar­ 
ter of an inch into sockets on the body

A Fly With Germs on Its Legs (Mag­ 
nified.) 


sity of Wisconsin recommends the use 
of arsenic. 


Hutchinson of the department of ag­ 
riculture says that when manure is 
so spread out that it rapidly dries out 
flies will not use it as a place in 
which to deposit eggs. 
The depart­ 
ment recommends that manure be 
scattered on the fields and thus be 
rapidly dried out. 
This is even more 
effective than treating it in boxes with 
borax, iron sulphate or paris green. 


To prevent flies from breeding in 
stable manure several procedures are 
advised. 
Some of these are: 


Prompt removal. 
From fly to fly— 
through egg, larva and pupa, the stages 
wiien the Insect must stay in one 
place—varies at different seasons ot 
the year. In the hottest weather it is 
never less than ten days. Therefore, 
if the manure bins are emptied once a 
week the flies will not reach matur­ 
ity in the vicinity where the eggs are 
laid. 


Screening of manure bins. 
This is 
even a more difficult procedure than 
screening a house against flies. 
The 
female fly, ready to lay, will try hard­ 
er to reach a good laying place 
than flies do to reach a good feeding 
place. 
Nevertheless it can be accom­ 
plished. 


The larvae can be killed according 
to the method of Forbes. 
A barrel 
of a solution of sulphate of Iron, two 
pounds to the gallon, is kept in the 
stable. 
Each day some of this solu­ 
tion is sprinkled in the manure box 
and on the floor where the droppings 
fall. The cost is about a cent a horse 
a day. 
The manure is not harmed. 
Tho stable is deodorized,

Number Tags on Fishes, 


An idea of what is being learned by 
scientific study of fish life in the 
waters off the coast of Norway, was 
given by Dr. John Hjort in a recent 
lecture. 
Fishes 
bearing 
numbered 
tags have been systematically released 
during a number of years, and the 
records of the time and place of re­ 
lease and subsequent capture, with 
other facts, have been carefully kept. 
In this way much has been learned of 
migration and of growth and age as 
indicated 
by annual rings on the 
scales. It has been shown that growth 
is more rapid in favorable years than 
in others. 
The basis of an estimate 
of the catch of any season to tho num­ 
ber of fish available has been obtained, 
this ratio for tho common food fishes 
being about one to ten.

Marooned on a stump, after his boat 


had upset on the edge of the Falls, above 
York Haven, Charles P. Anstadt, of York, 
was saved from deatth on Saturday fore- 
noon by the quick action of Harper Krout;

Anstadt is known In this place, having 
married Miss Hattie Fickes, daughter of 
the late Silas Fickes, formerly of this place. 


Burned by Molten Metal.

& Co., on Hanover street, Raphael, young 
son of Mr. and Mrs. J. B. Weaver, of S. 
Peters street, had his right arm and hand 
severely burned by molten metal, on Fri- 
day afternoon.

Mr. Schriver carried insur- 
ance on the barn in the Adams County 
Mutual Company. He estimated his loss 
at $3000. The cause of the blaze is un- 
known. John Hess, father-in-law of Mr. 
Schriver, was at the barn about 2 o'clock 
and left at that time for the curb market 
at Gettysburg. Everything was all right 
apparently then. Mr. Schriver was awak- 
ened by a sound as of an explosion at the 
barn. A automobile party saw a sudden 
burst of light from the barn. Mr. Schriv- 
er, finding the horse already down, tried to 
get out his 5-passenger Cole automobile. 
His hands were terribly burned while at 
this work and he was forced to stop, his 
two sons finishing the task. Nothing else 
could be saved and successful efforts were 
made to save the outbuildings. No insur- 
ance was carried on the crops or stock and 
a more serious loss was averted thru near- 
ly all the horses and cattle being in the 
fields during the night and another auto- 
mobile being in Arendtsville at the time. 


Automobile Turned Turtle. 
While on their way home from Hershey, 


Dauphin county, oa Sunday evening, Mr. 
and Mrs. R. F. Stambaugh, son Robert, 
aged 9, daughter Doris, aged 6, Arthur 
Rife and wife, of Midway, and Harry 
Stambaugh, of Hanover, narrowly escaped 
serious injuries when the automobile in 
which they were riding skidded, causing 
R. F. Stambaugh, who was at the wheel, 
to lose control of the machine, and swing- 
ing directly across the road, turned turtle. 
Rife was pinned under the car, sustaining 
deep cuts on his right hip and other parts 
of the body, while Robert Stambaugh sus- 
tained a bruised leg. Fortunately the oth- 
er occupants of the car escaped with only 
a shaking up. The two children received 
slight bruises on the body. The accident 
occurred on a long hill about 5 miles be- 
yond Dillsburg on the State road leading 
to Harrisburg, at 5:30 p. m.; and the driv- 
ing of the car was a difficult task owing to 
the muddy road. The car was badly 
wrecked, the top being broken, the wind 
shield smashed and other parts of the car 
damaged.

But for three or 
four months every year he gets away 
from business, goes to Florida or the 
coast of North Carolina, runs up to 
Newfoundland, elsewhere, arid pursues 
big fish; he slays them if they won't 
bite; he measures them, weighs them, 
studies them, indexes a lot of scientific^ 
data out of them, and sends the speci- 
mens to various scientific museums. 


Doctor Coles' New Devil Fish. 


Doctor Coles was brought to New 


York this time by a devil fish. Speak- 
ing literally, he sent the fish on to 
the Museum of Natural History, and 
the authorities of the museum were 
so grateful not only for getting the 
devil fish, the first of its kind they 
have possessed and the biggest known 
to have been taken, but for some of its 
most valuable piscatorial treasures, 
that they made him a life member of 
the institution, a rare honor., 


The devil fish is not an octopus. 


Fishermen or fish hunters consider 
them the hardest creatures in the 
world to kill. Though not plentiful, 
they exist in tropical waters, and, al- 
though they will never attack if unmo- 
lested, they become dangerous if at- 
tacked. 


"I used a small two-ton launch and 


where I landed the big fish was over 
one hundred miles south of Tampa, 
Fla., in the Gulf of Mexico." he said. 
"You can see devil fish as they swim 
along, for their big fins extend above 
the surface. On the 6th of April I got 
two, after bad fights, but one meas- 
ured only thirteen and the other four- 
teen feet across, and they were not 
as big as I wanted.

Moorehead City, N. C, and the han- 
dling of the craft was in charge of 
Capt. Jack McCann of Punta Gorda, 
Fla., one of the best known fishermen 
on the west coast.

used Land—Favors Gardens. 


"Vacant" is a misnomer for moat 


unused city lots. They may not have 
dwellings on them, and in that sense 
they may be vacant, but in very many 
cases they are strewn with unsightly, 
unhealthy litter. Instead of that, they 
ought to contain that which is health- 
ful—sightly things, objects that by 
their very presence tend to create 
good citizenship. The Chicago health 
department evidently had all this in 
mind when it circulated these "va- 
cant" lot rules: 


"Love your neighbor's lot as you 


do your own—but be sure to love your 
own. 


"Don't plant tomato cans or rub- 


bish on unused land; their fruits are 
withered civic pride. 


"Don't allow tumble-down buildings 


to stand on valuable land;- they are 
financially wasteful; they create filth. 
invite vice, and are a menace to 
life. 


"A fence that has ceased to be a 


fence and has become an offense 
should be repaired or destroyed. 


"Unregulated advertising on unused 


land pays for the maintenance of a 
public nuisance. 


"School gardens are valuable ad- 


juncts to education and recreation. 
They can be cultivated on an open 
lot. 


"Let the children play on the un- 


used land, so that they may become 
strong and keep out of the hands of 
he law. 


'Let not an inch of land be kept in 


dleness. It has a divine right to 
jear fruit and flowers and ever serve 
he highest interest of man. 


'These commandments," says the de- 


partment, "first written and circulated 
>y the Suburban Planning association 
of Philadelphia, must commend them- 
selves to all good citizens."

Negro Lays His Luck in Escap­ 
ing Death to “Conjure” 


He Wears. 


SENTENCED FIVE TIMES 


Four Times He Gets New Trial and at 
Last Penalty It Commuted to 
Life Imprisonment by 
the Governor. 


Birmingham, Ala.—Ervin Pope, a ne­ 
gro, has entered upon a l?fe term in 
prison after five convictions of mur­ 
der in the first degree. 


The crime was committed in 1909. 
Thc victim was J. B. McClurkin, a 
farmer of Calhoun county. 
On tech­ 
nical errors the rfupreme court re­ 
versed four verdicts, but confirmed 
the fifth verdict. Three times thc gov­ 
ernor respited the man and finally 
commuted his sentence to life impris­ 
onment, giving as the chief ground 
for this action that blood-stained shoes 
found in Pope’s house soon after the 
murder and used as state’s evidence 
against him did not fit him. 
Anent 
this it is remarked that many negroes 
in the South wear shoes picked up by 
gift or otherwise, regardless of fit. At 
the time of the murder sentiment was 
so strong against Pope that he was 
brought to Birmingham for safekeep­ 
ing. 


Thirteen times a date was set for 
Pope’s execution and he watched the 
building of two of the scaffolds from 
his prison window.- 
The case made 
a state-wide reputation for two young 
lawyers for the defense, one just out 
of Yale. 


Never Lost Nerve or Hope. 


Although 
Pope 
heard 
his death 
sentence, read eight times he never 
lost nerve or hope, but smiled each 
time and declared he would never be 
hanged, because he always wore sus­ 
pended from his neck the left hind 
foot of a rabbit killed in a graveyard 
on a moonlight night of Friday, the 
thirteenth of the month. Frequently 
every day he fondled his rabbit’s foot 
with the boast: "They’ll never hang 
me so long as I wear this conjure; it 
will save me from the gallows no mat­ 
ter how many trials they put over.’’ 
Even when witnessing the erection of 
scaffolds for his execution he gazed 
smilingly and confidently on his rab­ 
bit’s foot and declared: "Nothing do­ 
ing for that structure.” 


It was rumored that McClurkin’s 
hostility to "blind tiger” traffic in his 
section led to his murder, and that 
Pope was merely a tool.

House Centipede Always an Un­ 
welcome Guest. 


That It Keeps Down Other Smalt 
Pests Is Not Sufficient in the 
Eyes of the Housewife— 
Creature of Damp. 


The house centipede, particularly 
within the last 20 years, has become 
altogether too common an object in 
dwelling houses for the peace of mind 
of many housewives. 
It is a very 
fragile creature, 
capable of rapid 
movements, and elevated considerably 
above the surface upon wrhich it runs 
by very numerous long legs. It is a 
creature of the damp, and is particu­ 
larly abundant in batht*ooms, moist

closets and cellars, multiplying exces­ 
sively also in conservatories, especial­ 
ly about places where pots are stored, 
and near heating pipes. 


If it were not ’for its uncanny ap­ 
pearance and the rather poisonous na­ 
ture of its bite, this centipede would 
not* necessarily be an unwelcome visi-

places near water pipes, or in store­ 
rooms where it may secrete itself and 
occur in somo numbers, a free use of 
fresh pyrethrum powder is to be ad­ 
vised. 


The house centipede is a southern 
species, its normal habitat being in 
the southern tier of states and south- 
westward through Texas into Mexico. 
It has slowly spread northward, hav­ 
ing been observed in Pennsylvania as 
early as 1849, and reaching New York 
and Massachusetts thirty or thirty-five 
years ago, but for many years after 
its first appearance in the latter two 
states it was of rare occurrence. 
It 
is now very common throughout New 
York and New England states, and ex­ 
tends westward well beyond the Mis­ 
sissippi, probably to the mountains. 


The popular belief is that this centi­ 
pede is extremely poisonous, and, as 
it belongs with the poisonous group 
of centipedes, it cannot be questioned 
but that the bite of the creature is 
probably somewhat poisonous as well 
as painful, though the seriousness of 
the result* will be dependent, as in 
all similar cases, on the susceptibil­ 
ity of the patient. 
The poison in­ 
jected in the act of biting is probably 
merely to assist in numbing and quiet­ 
ing its victim, and ill spite of its 
abundance in houses in the North, and 
for many years its much greater 
abundance in the South, very few 
cases are recorded of its having bitten 
any human being, and it is very ques­ 
tionable whether it would ever, un­ 
provoked, attack any large animal. 
If pressed with the bare foot or hand, 
or if caught between sheets in beds, 
this, like almost any other insect, will 
unquestionably bite in self-defense, 
At Ninety Walks Ten Miles a Day.

Virginian Tells of Fight to Land 
Specimen for New York 
Museum. 


FISH IS 18 FEET WIDE 


tn Its Struggles to Escape the Mon­ 
ster Nearly Wrecked a Two-Ton 
Launch—Lifts Craft Out of 
the Water. 


New York.—The king of devil fisher­ 
men arrived here the other day, says 
the New York Times. 
He is Russell 
J. Coles of Danville, Va. Down home 
they always call him “Doctor.“ and 
the title has clung to him, although he 
says he has no right to it, because, 
while he studied medicine in his youth, 
ho decided to let his possible vic­ 
tims live and declined to take his de­ 
gree. 
In private life Mr. Coles is a 
leaf tobacco dealer. But for three or 
four months every year he gets away 
from business, goes to Florida or the 
coast of North Carolina, runs up to 
Newfoundland, elsewhere, and pursues 
big fish; ho slays them if they won’t 
bite; he measures them, Mreighs them, 
studies them, indexes a lot of scientific, 
data out of them, and sends the speci­ 
mens to various scientific museums. 


Doctor Coles' New Devil Fish. 


Doctor Coles was brought to New 
York this time by a devil fish. Speak­ 
ing literally, he sent the fish on to 
the Museum of Natural History, and 
the authorities of the museum were 
so grateful not only for getting the 
devil fish, the first of its kind they 
have possessed and the biggest known 
to have been taken, but for some of its 
most valuable piscatorial treasures, 
that they made him a life member of 
the institution, a rare honor., 


The devil fish is not an octopus. 
Fishermen or fish hunters consider 
them the hardest creatures in the 
world to kill. 
Though not plentiful, 
they exist in tropical waters, and, al­ 
though they will never attack if unmo­ 
lested, they become dangerous if at­ 
tacked.

Instead of that, they 
ought to contain that which is health* 
ful—sightly things, objects that by 
their very presence tend to create 
good citizenship. The Chicago health, 
department evidently had all this in 
mind when it circulated these “va­ 
cant” lot rules: 


“Love your neighbor's lot as you 
do your own—but be sure to love your 
own. 


“Don’t plant tomato cans or rub* 
bish on unused land; their fruits are 
withered civic pride. 


“Don’t allow tumble-down buildings 
to stand on valuable land;- they are 
financially wasteful; they create filth, 
Invite vice, and are a menace to 
life. 


“A fence that has ceased to be a 
fence and has become an offense 
should be repaired or destroyed. 


“Unregulated advertising on unused 
land pays for the maintenance of a 
public nuisance. 


“School gardens are valuable ad* 
juncts to education and recreation. 
They can be cultivated on an open 
lot. 


“Let the children play on the un­ 
used land, so that they may become 
strong and keep out of the hands of 
the law. 


“Let not an inch of land be kept in 
idleness. 
It has a divine right to 
bear fruit and flowers and ever serve 
the highest interest of man. 


“These commandments,” says the de­ 
partment, “first written and circulated 
by the Suburban Planning association 
of Philadelphia, must commend them­ 
selves to all good citizens.”

Four Amendments to be 
Voted on in November. 


Harrisburg, July 8.—Four constitutional 


amendments will be laid before the voters 
next November for adoption or rejection. 
Six were passed by the Legislature of 1913 
and extensively advertised throughout the 
btate, but two of them were not adopted 
by the Legislature of this year, and they 
fell 
The four which will come before the 


people in November, in the order in which 
they will appeal', are as follows: 


1. Extending suffrage to women. 
2. Authorizing Philadelphia, if the vot- 


crs approve, to increase its indebtedness 
not more than 3 per cent, in excess of the 
constitutional 7 per cent, for the construc- 
tion of transit facilities, wharves, docks, 
etc., the bonds to run for not longer than 
50 years. 


Permitting the enactment of more com 


plete working men's compensation laws. 


-i. Permitting legislation for the regis- 


tering and guaranteeing of laud titles by 
the state.

place over the tomatoes and cover 
with a rich white sauce, sprinkle with 
grated cheese and cover with a few 
tablespoonfuls of buttered 
crumbs. 


Put into the oven and cook until the 
tomatoes are tender. 


Asparagus in place of the tomatoes 


may be used and, if it is cooked, the 
dish need only be heated to be served. 


Stuffed Mutton. — Buy four pounds of 


the breast of mutton, wipe carefully 
and put into a saucepan and cover 
with boiling water. Put into the stew 
one turnip, one carrot and two onions. 
Grate half of each vegetable and cut 
the rest in slices. Simmer for one hour. 
Prepare a stuffing of bread crumbs. 
sage, butter, one chopped onion, and 
bind with egg and milk. Take out the 
bone from the mutton, place in the 
stuffing, roll and tie and put into a 
baking pan with some halved, par- 
boiled potatoes and bake a half hour. 


Buttered 
Apples. — Cut rounds of 


bread about an inch larger than the 
apples. Pare and core one-half dozen 
apples. Place the bread in a baking 
dish, butter it well and put the apples 
on the bread. Fill the cavities of the 
apples with butter and sugar, add a 
little cannei fruit juice or ^ater and 
bake in a gentle heat until the apples 
are done. Serve with a spoonful of 
jam on top of each apple. 


Baked Mutton Chops. — Pound and 


trim the chops, roll each in beaten egg 
and crumbs, then put into a dripping 
pan and set in the oven; as tne chops 
brown, baste them every five minutes; 
season and thicken the gravy with 
flour, add a few tablespoonfuls of to- 
mato catchup and serve.

AN ORDINANCE 


Relating to the rights and daties of fire- 


men in cases of fire and prescribing 
penalties for violations of this ordi- 
nance. 
SECTION 1. Be it enacted and ordain- 


ed by the Borough of McSherrystown and 
it is hereby enacted and ordained by the 
authority of the same, That for the purpose 
of preservine life and property in cases of 
fire the members of all fire companies,

Take a cupful of cooked macaroni 
which has been cut in inch lengths, 
place over the tomatoes and cover 
with a rich white sauce, sprinkle with 
grated cheese and cover with a few 
tablespoonfuls 
of 
buttered 
crumbs. 
Put into the oven and cook until the 
tomatoes are tender. 


Asparagus in place of the tomatoes 
may be used and, if it is cooked, the 
dish need only be heated to be served. 


Stuffed Mutton.—Buy tour pounds of 
the breast of mutton, wipe carefully 
and put into a saucepan and cover 
with boiling water. 
Put into the stew 
one turnip, one carrot and two onions. 
Grate half of each vegetable and cut 
the rest in slices. Simmer for one hour. 
Prepare a stuffing of bread crumbs, 
sage, butter, one chopped onion, and 
bind with egg and milk. Take <jut the 
bone from the mutton, place in the 
stuffing, roll and tie and put into a 
baking pan with some halved, par­ 
boiled potatoes and bake a half hour.

Apples.—Cut 
rounds 
of 
bread about an inch larger than the 
apples. 
Pare and core one-half dozen 
apples, 
Place the bread in a baking 
dish, butter it well and put the apples 
on the bread. Fill the cavities of the 
apples with butter and sugar, add a 
little canned fruit juice or water and 
bake in u gentle heat until the apples 
are done. 
Serve with a spoonful of 
jam on top of each apple. 


Baked Mutton Chops.—Pound and 
trim the chops, roll each in beaten eg* 
and crumbs, then put into a dripping 
pan and set in the oven; as the chops 
brown, baste them every five minutes, 
season and thicken the gravy with 
flour, add a few tablespoonfuls of to­ 
mato catchup and serve.
